He is Colone) Gauche, chief of 
France's Second Bureau military. in- 
telligence service, which was found- 
ed by Napoilcon in 1804. 

The offices of the Second Bureau 
are guarded by electric alarm signals.

Every man working for 
the bureau takes an ‘oath of silence, 
and his background and ancestry are 
Investigated.
